Afterwards was ArraigNed for High-Treaſon, and 
Tryed, one Morgan, as being a Prieſt by Virtue of 
Authority derived from the Sea of Rome: Dr. Oats 
then preſent on the Kings behalf informed the Court

tute on which he was Indicted, brought him in 
guilry of High-Trealon.

Mercy of the Court for Tranſportation , and « 
Prieſt and Money-bciler before mentioned , were 
Condemned /to be Drawn, Hang'd and Quarterec 
. and their Quarters to be diſpoled of at his Majeſtic
